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FREMONT FAST FACTS
DID YOU KNOW THAT…

· Fremont is the fourth largest city in the Bay Area behind only Oakland, San Francisco and San Jose.  It has a

population of more than 207,196 people.1

· Fremont ranks as one of the top 10 safest cities to live in the United States among cities with a population of at

least 100,000 people.2

· Fremont Unified School District has fifteen “High Performing” Schools with Academic Performing Index (API)

scores over 800. The lowest score posted by an FUSD School was 673, 43 points above the state average.3

· Fremont has no utility taxes.

· 4.1 million square feet of R&D space was leased in Fremont during the year 2000, more than any other city in

Silicon Valley except San Jose.4   In addition, the City of Fremont has approved 10 million square feet of new

R&D space for immediate development.5

· Fremont’s Fire Department achieved the second-highest rating possible for its fire protection services, which

means that business insurance rates will be more competitive than other communities.6

· In 1999, Fremont’s Building and Safety Division became the first agency in the country to receive a #1 rating-

the highest possible rating- from the Insurance Services Organization, Inc. (ISO).  This rating may allow

property owners in Fremont to receive a maximum discount on their insurance premium for buildings built after

the rating was given.7

· The California Association of Building Officials (CALBO) recognized Fremont as the State’s 2000 Building

Department of the Year.

· The National Civic League designated the City of Fremont as one of the nation’s 10 “All - America Cities” in

1997.

· Over the next two decades Fremont will be one of the top four cities in the Bay Area that will gain the most new

jobs. 8  The Pacific Commons Office/R&D/Retail project alone will provide 20,000 jobs for the City of

Fremont.

· The unemployment rate in Fremont is 3.6%.9 

· Fremont hosts one of the largest Festival of the Arts in the nation.10

· Fourteen of the top 25 largest public technology companies in the East Bay and 10 of the top 150 fastest

growing private companies in the Bay Area are located in Fremont.11

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Office of Neighborhoods

The Office of Neighborhoods was formed in the Fall of 1998 to manage Redevelopment Agency, housing and
community building projects.  To enhance physical and visual improvements to the historical, commercial and
business districts, a Commercial Rehabilitation Program was established and includes façade improvement and
visual marketing assistance.  The newly developed Unreinforced Masonry Loan Program also stimulates rein-
vestment and revitalization of the historic redevelopment districts.  Staff will continue to seek opportunities for
land acquisition and assembly of parcels to facilitate appropriate development and encourage private investment.
Due to the recent project area merger, it is also anticipated the Redevelopment Agency will pursue the issuance
of up to $20 million in bonds to finance redevelopment and affordable housing projects.

Redevelopment

Redevelopment is a tool which cities and coun-
ties can use to focus attention and financial in-
vestment in designated project areas which are
experiencing physical and/or economic decline.
Redevelopment activity is intended to create
jobs, revitalize the business climate in aging
areas, rehabilitate and add to the housing stock,
and encourage active participation and invest-
ment by the community.  Redevelopment invest-
ment takes the form of new streets and public
landscaping, public parking facilities, assistance
for private residential and commercial develop-
ment projects, rehabilitation of existing commer-
cial and residential structures, marketing pro-
grams to attract new businesses to an area, and
programs to attract shoppers to existing busi-
nesses.

The City of Fremont has established four rede-
velopment project areas.  Three are in the his-
toric commercial areas of Irvington, Centerville,
and Niles, and the fourth is the Industrial Project
Area west of I-880.

Corporate Visits
City staff and elected officials meet regularly with Fremont’s employers so that we can be best informed about
market conditions and the factors influencing businesses in our community.  It is our goal to be responsive and
helpful to our businesses and to assist them in being successful in Fremont.

Business Liaison
This program is targeted at industrial companies that have 20-75 employees and are not part of other outreach
efforts.  City Firefighters call on companies two to three times a year.  Those companies are then encouraged to call
their assigned firefighter any time during the year with questions about any City service or operation.  The purpose
of the program is to provide businesses with a personal liaison from the City of Fremont.

Economic Development Advisory Commission (EDAC)
This Commission is comprised of nine people representing different sectors of Fremont’s economy and the
Chamber of Commerce.  The EDAC advises City Council on policy matters and emerging issues that affect
businesses.  The Commission creates opportunities for businesses to express their needs, ideas and goals so the
City can better understand how we can be most helpful to creating a successful business climate in Fremont.

Economic Development Alliance for Business (EDAB)
EDAB is an economic development organization that serves the East Bay portion of the greater San Francisco Bay
Area. EDAB provides assistance to businesses in terms of site location, financing, regulatory coordination, workforce
issues, and several business climate issues.  e

In September 1990, Alameda County established EDAB to enhance the competitive economic position of the
County and its 14-member municipalities (including Fremont).  The program is a public-private partnership funded
by the County, member cities, special districts, labor and the private sector.

The Alameda County Water District (ACWD) services approximately 77,000 customers in its 100 square mile
service area which consists of the cities of Fremont, Newark, and Union City.  ACWD draws its water from three
sources: the local watershed (15%); State Water Project (55%); and San Francisco’s Hetch Hetchy Reservoir
(30%).

The maximum production/delivery capacity of ACWD is 76.4 million gallons per day.  Currently, average con-
sumption is approximately 50.2 million gallons per day.

Industrial/Commercial Service Charges
Bi-monthly billing ranges from $8.90 for a 5/8 inch meter, to $1,040 for a 10 inch meter, plus the current rate of
$1,552 per 100 cubic feet of water (748 gallons).

Industrial/Commercial Facilities Connection Charges (New Installations)
Based on meter size requested, they start at $4,860.  Additional property fees and installation charges may apply.
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Residential Service Charge

Bi-monthly billing is base on the size of meter requested.  The current water rate is $1,552 per 100 cubic feet (748
gallons).

Residential Connection Charge for New Construction

Single unit residential charges are $4,860 and each multiple unit charge is $3,890/unit.

Sewer

The Union Sanitary District (USD) provides wastewater collection, treatment and disposal services to approxi-
mately 292,000 people in Fremont, Newark and Union City.  The District inspects and maintains 744 miles of
sewer lines in the streets, and owns and operates a 30 million-gallon per day treatment facility, located in Union
City.  The plant provides primary and secondary treatment, and has won four national awards for operation with no
violations of water quality regulations.  This year, USD received a national award for achieving five consecutive
years of compliance with discharge requirements.

The District charges two types of fees; one for new connections to the sewer system (“capacity charges”) and one
for the annual cost of providing the service (“sewer service charges). Sewer service charges are effective from July
1, 2001 to June 30, 2002.  The capacity fees are effective September 1, 2001 to September 1, 2002.

Sewer Service Charges.  The sewer service charge is collected on the Alameda County property tax statement,
although it is not a property tax or related to the assessed value of a property.
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Using the tax statement for billing saves USD the administrative cost of billing and collecting payments.  The charge
appears on the statement as “Union Sewer Svc.”  The sewer service charge rates are:

Single Family Residence (flat rate)...........…..............................$191.00 per year

Fast Food Restaurants.........................................$3.67 per 1000 gallons per year

Full Service Restaurants...........................….......$4.72 per 1000 gallons per year

For most commercial and industrial customers, the three components used for billing (flow, suspended solids and
chemical oxygen demand) are combined into one rate per 1000 gallons of wastewater discharged.  Customers are
assigned a category based on their business and billed as follows:

Strong. ..................…........................................................$3.86 per 1000 gallons

Moderate...........................................................................$2.08 per 1000 gallons

Weak.................................................................................$1.81 per 1000 gallons

For industrial customers with industrial discharge permits, the sewer service charge is based on actual wastewater
samples collected and sent to a laboratory for analysis.  The suspended solids and chemical oxygen demand are
measured and water meter data is obtained to determine the flow.  The rates for those industries are:

Volume Component........................................................$1.15 per 1000 gallons/year

Suspended Solids..................................................$215.57 per thousand pounds/year

Chemical Oxygen Demand (COD).........................$117.77 per thousand pounds/year

Capacity Fees.  The capacity fee for a single family residence is $2,618.  The commercial/industrial/office capac-
ity fee is $1.24 per square foot of new building floor area.  Restaurants pay $5.68 per square foot.  A new “mixed-
use commercial” category was recently adopted, which includes properties such as shopping centers, and is billed
at $2.97 per square foot.  Rates for other categories such as warehouses, cafeterias, car washes, etc. can be
obtained from the District.

Industries pay capacity fees at startup and for the first three years at the following rates:

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Storm Drains and Flood Control

Flood control services are provided by the Alameda County Flood Control and Water Conservation District.  The
Fremont area is located in two different flood control zones: Zone 5 and Zone 6.  Services are financed by
assessments paid by benefiting properties.  Benefit is based on each parcel’s area and use, as this relates directly
to storm water run off.  Assessments are reviewed annually and subject to public notices and hearings.  Zone 5,
Northern Fremont, assessments have not been increased since the 1992-1993 Fiscal Year.  Zone 6, Southern
Fremont, assessments have been held at the same rate sine the 1993-1994 Fiscal Year.   Please call (510) 670-

The District has adopted a master plan for major storm drain systems.  Zones are established based upon the
various watershed areas in the County.  Storm drain inlets are maintained by the City; therefore, the District does
not levy assessments for maintenance of storm drain inlets or internal storm drain pipes.

The Clean Water Program has been established to control the discharge of pollutants into municipal storm drain
systems, local creeks, and San Francisco Bay.  The sources of water pollution are activities most people are
involved in either daily or occasionally.  The Division uses a number of outreach methods to inform the public about
the source of water pollution and simple changes to daily habits we can all do to reduce water pollution.
Charges are assessed annually on the following basis:

BFI is the local franchise collector for residential recyclables, yard waste and garbage, and commercial garbage in
the City of Fremont.  Competitive recycling services are available for businesses as well.  Services include:  office
waste paper; cardboard; newspaper; commingled recyclables; wood; and greenwaste collection.

BFI operates the Recyclery © at Newby Island, a high volume, state-of-the-art recycling processing facility located
at the Fremont / Milpitas border.  The facility processes Fremont’s recyclables and yard waste.  It includes an
award-winning Public Education and Buy Back Center where the public is welcome Tuesdays through Saturdays.

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Annual Registration Fee
Businesses operating in Fremont are required to pay a business tax registration fee.  The initial registration fee for
most commercial businesses located in Fremont is $30.  Thereafter, businesses must renew their registration every
year.  The annual renewal fee is $30 plus a business tax that is based on the type of business.  Businesses located
outside of Fremont, but doing work in Fremont, are required to register for business tax as well.

Business Tax Exemptions
Businesses may be exempt from paying the registration fee and business taxes, if they fall into any of the categories
listed below.  Businesses that apply for exemptions must provide supporting documentation.

· Agricultural business, not including retail activities
· Non-profit corporations and associations
· Youth and senior, part-time employment
· Veterans qualified under California Business and Professions Code section 16001
· Public utilities
· Highway carriers regulated by the California Public Utilities Code
· Banks and financial institutions
· Insurance companies

If your business will involve retail sales, you will need to obtain a Resale License or Seller’s Permit from the State

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When Fremont updated its General Plan in 1991, the City certified a citywide Environmental Impact Report for the
General Plan.  The benefit is pre-clearance for environmental review of cumulative impacts for most industrial and
commercial projects.  This means the review process is normally much shorter in Fremont compared to communi-
ties that have not already performed this type of comprehensive environmental review.

Fremont’s Permit Service Team offers companies seeking a competitive edge support needed in location siting,
expansion, and building modification.  Our development process is designed to meet the time lines of our custom-
ers.

 Below are some of the services that firms and individuals can expect when doing business with the City of Fre-
mont:

· One-Stop Development Services Center where customers can receive information and submit
applications for any development-related activity.

· Most (98%) simple tenant improvement projects are reviewed and permitted over-the-counter
with same-day turnaround.

· Design review and permit processing time of 5-10 days is standard for most large size tenant
improvements (less than 200,000 sq. feet).

· No-wait, faxed submittal and issuance of routine building, electrical, mechanical, plumbing, roof
and pest control permits.

· Over-the-counter fire code and sprinkler system plan review with same-day turnaround for
most projects.

· Rapid Response Team and customized review time lines for customers with specialized needs
can cut permit issuance times by up to 50% to help customers meet start-up deadlines. (For
small projects and tenant improvements only.)

Development Organization’s Preliminary Review for Construction Projects
The Preliminary Review process is a discretionary review for those projects that have not received prior discre-
tionary review and approval (e.g. Planning Commission or Zoning Administrator).  The purpose of a Preliminary
Review is to provide an early opportunity for problem solving before detailed (and expensive) construction plans
have been developed.  In addition to review for compliance with applicable codes, an architectural review and
environmental clearance are accomplished at this stage of the review process.

The Preliminary Review process is a limited conceptual plan review.  The Planning, Engineering, and Safety &
Building departments review the plans and provide comments for incoporation into the Full Construction
Document Submittal.  At that time, staff will also provide a preliminary estimate of the fees pertaining to the project.

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Fremont Unified School District

The Fremont Unified School District (FUSD) is among the top performing school districts in the Bay Area.  Fre-
mont schools have been recognized frequently at the state and national level for achievements of their students.
The District includes 30 elementary schools, five junior high schools, five comprehensive high schools, and a
continuation high school.  They serve a student population of around 31,000.

Among the recent awards earned by FUSD schools were the designation of Irvington High School as a New
American High School, one of the most prestigious awards the U.S. Department of Education can bestow on a
high school.  Only 26 other U.S. schools received the designation in 2000.  The award indicates that Irvington is a
model high school whose programs, curriculum and teaching techniques are a model for improving high school
education across the United States.

The State of California Academic Performance Index (API) results released in early 2001 further attest to the
excellence of FUSD schools.  The state average API score was 630 of 1,000 possible points.  The lowest score
posted by an FUSD school was 673, a full 43 points above average.  Even more noteworthy, 15 schools scored
higher than 800, the benchmark used by the California Department of Education to rate schools as “high perform-
ing.”  Five elementary schools and one junior high scored higher than 900.

The District offers a nationally recognized English as a Second Language Program.  The District also is piloting a
Family Literacy Program sponsored by the Toyota Motor Foundation that the National Center for Family Literacy
has called “phenomenal” and has cited as a model of excellence for its 900 members in the United States and
Canada.

Ten percent of the students in Fremont qualify for gifted-students programs because their academic ability is at the
98th national percentile or higher.  Because FUSD has a large number of students with exceptional academic ability,
the District offers special programs in grades 3-12 to accommodate their talents.  In addition, every FUSD high
school offers Advanced Placement classes in which students do college-level work and may earn college credit in
a number of subjects.  Seventy-three percent of FUSD students who took AP test in 1999-2000 passed them and
earned college credit as compared to a 63 percents success rate statewide.

FUSD outscored the state on the 2000 Scholastic Aptitude Test, which is widely used to assess student prepara-
tion for colleges and universities.  FUSD students posted scores on the Scholastic Aptitude Test Scores (SAT) that
were 35 points higher than the state average in the verbal portion and 58 points higher on the math portion.  FUSD
scored 27 points higher than the national average on the verbal portion and 62 points higher than the national
average in the math portion.

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FREMONT POLICE DEPARTMENT

Commitment to Public Service Excellence

The Fremont Police Department takes a proactive approach towards reducing city crime.  The collaboration
between the community and the Police Department produces creative solutions to combat crime and create a safe
environment.  The Fremont Police Department is committed to providing professional public safety service to its
citizens, businesses, and visitors.

Beginning in 1995, the Fremont Police Department initiated an innovative policing strategy known as Community
Oriented Policing and Problem Solving or “COPPS.”  The COPPS strategy encourages creation partnerships
between city government and the community to develop ways to combat crime and improve safety.  The goal of
COPPS is to create an interactive relationship that promotes shared responsibility for problem identification and
development of solutions.  During 1999, in order for COPPS to work in our neighborhoods more effectively, the
department added the element of neighborhood organizing.  Neighborhood organizing builds leadership skills and
provides for a true partnership with police.  It allows neighbors and police to tackle issues that the neighborhood
finds important.

Coordinating the efforts of police
personnel, city employees, service
organizations, schools, neighborhood groups,
businesses, and concerned citizens has
contributed to a reduction of 38% in Part I
crimes over the past five years.

There are 52 cities in California with
populations that exceed 100,000 citizens.
According to the 1999 Federal Bureau of
Investigation crime statistics, Fremont is
ranked the ninth safest city with a crime
index of 28.78.  Fremont’s crime index
rating reflects a probability of 28.78 out
of 1,000 (or 2.87% likely) of being the
victim of a Part I crime (murder, rape,
robbery, felony assault, burglary, grand theft,
auto theft or arson).  In fact, Fremont’s

crime rate is significantly less than both the national (42.66) and state (36.98) averages.
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Community Partnership
The key to Fremont’s COPPS approach is the close personal relationship that exists between the Police Officer
and the City’s neighborhoods.  Currently, the City of Fremont is divided into 3 patrol zones that encompass 99
neighborhood Reporting Areas (RA’s).  One patrol officer is assigned to each RA (usually 4-5 block area) and
charged with forming partnerships to solve recurring problems.  The “neighborhood officer” is encouraged to take
“ownership” by providing specialized attention to their assigned areas.  Individual initiatives by Fremont Police
Officers have produced numerous success stories that have helped to reduce city crime and improve the quality of
life within Fremont.  The Fremont COPPS approach has been comprehensively extended to all areas of the city
including our schools, neighborhoods, and places of business.

Schools Resource Officers

In cooperation with the Fremont Unified School District, the Fremont Police     Department has deployed School
Resource Officers (SRO’s) to each of the city’s six high schools and five junior highs schools.  Fremont’s SRO’s
have been widely credited with reducing on-campus crime and thereby creating a more conducive learning envi-
ronment.

Gang Task Force
The Gang Task Force uses a variety of methods to minimize gang-related activities.  They actively pursue those
gang members suspected of being involved in criminal activity, and when possible, work with gang members to
reduce conflict and crime.

Neighborhoods

Fremont has one of the strongest Neighborhood Watch programs of any California city with 850 separate organi-
zations.  The Police Department’s active role in these organizations has included providing over 325 crime preven-
tion presentations and technical guidance to area organizations last year.  The Police Department’s Office of
Community Partnerships acts as facilitator between community groups and the Police Department to foster proac-
tive problem solving at the neighborhood level, and to conserve Police assets for emergency type situations.

Street Crimes Unit
This rapid response team deals with gang and graffiti activity or series-type crimes to property and citizens.

Traffic Enforcement Unit
In addition to enforcement, this unit evaluates traffic issues and factors which cause accidents, always focusing on
prevention.  “Simulated Live Action Melodrama (SLAM)” and DUI checkpoints are examples of their prevention
activities.

High Technology Crime Unit
So called “high-tech” crimes have increased proportionately with the growth in business.  In response to this threat,
the Police Department formed the High Technology Crime Unit to work in partnership with the business commu-
nity.  The High Technology Crime Unit employs state-of-the-art technology to track down and prosecute criminals
involved in these high-tech crimes.  The unit also works with local businesses to design preventative programs to
safeguard against criminal activity.  There are currently two detectives assigned to the High-Tech Crime Unit.  One
of the detectives is assigned to the “Rapid Enforcement Allied Computer Team” (REACT), which is comprised of
investigation from local, state, and federal law enforcement agencies.  Fremont’s two High-Tech Crime detectives
have put together a comprehensive plan on how to prevent these types of crime, ways to identify stolen property
when the worst happens, and how to recognize stolen property that criminals might be trying to sell.  For further
information on this innovative program, please see the PD’s web site at www.fremontploice.org/hightech/htech01.htm
or call Detective Ken Heininge at (510) 790-6916.

Bicycle Patrol
A team of 12 officers use bicycles to access congested business areas and for patrolling the downtown areas,
shopping malls, and high density housing complexes.

Canine Patrol
Fremont has five police dogs trained in search and capture and drug detection.  Police canines can search a
business facility twice as fast as a police officer.

Mobile Substation
A specially equipped Winnebago  serves as an onsite command center that operates as a mobile resource to area
businesses, retail centers, and neighborhoods.  The vehicle is equipped with state-of-the-art communications
equipment.
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FREMONT FIRE DEPARTMENT

The Fremont Fire Department provides emergency fire protection, rescue and emergency medical services for the
City of Fremont. In 2000, the Fire Department responded to more 13,357 alarms (see chart). The Fire Department’s
Operations Division consists of a dispatch center, 13 Companies, and 11 fire stations strategically located through-
out the City.  Overall, the department employs 202 people, and has three other divisions in addition to its Opera-
tions Division:  Administrative Services, Training and Support Services, and the Fire Prevention/Hazardous Mate-
rials Management Bureau.  In 1997, the Fremont Fire Department was awarded certification as an Accredited
Local State Training Academy.  In November 2000, Fremont Fire Chief Daniel Lydon was selected by his peers
as California Fire Chief of the Year.

Community Emergency Response Team (CERT / BERT)
Over 1000 residents and business people are trained on emergency response techniques as part of the
CERT/BERT programs.  The primary goal of CERT is to train residents to become self-sufficient in the hours
immediately following a disaster, and to participate in volunteer search, rescue and first aid activities. The program
involves six three-hour classes in earthquake preparedness, non-structural hazard mitigation, utility control, first
aid, basic fire fighting using fire extinguishers, light search and rescue techniques, disaster psychology, and team
organization and management.  The classes are taught by firefighters and members of the Training and  Support
Services Division.  Special CERT programs are offered for schools and special groups, such as the deaf commu-
nity.

The Fire Department also offers a special program geared toward the needs of businesses and industries.  The
Business Emergency Response Team (BERT) is a training program based on CERT.  Employers and employees
are taught the same emergency preparedness curriculum offered by CERT, but within an eight hour time frame or
less.  Before teaching the course, firefighters and Training and Support Services Division staff take the time to learn
about a business’ needs and to assess potential problems.

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Domestic Preparedness Program

Fremont, as one of the 120 largest cities in the United States, has been chosen as a participant in the national
Domestic Preparedness Program.  This program includes specialized anti-terrorism response training for local
agencies.  The purpose of the program is to enhance the capabilities of local safety agencies, hospitals and other
service providers to respond to nuclear, biological and chemical weapons threats that could potentially be used in
a terrorist attack.  The Fremont Fire Department has completed both chemical, and biological weapons tabletop
exercises in accordance with the requirements of the program and has completed the initial phase of a comprehen-
sive domestic preparedness response plan.

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Location: Fremont is ideally located on the east side of San Francisco Bay in Alameda County, just
50 miles from San Francisco, 30 miles from Oakland, and 15 miles from San Jose.

Freeways: Two major freeways provide easy access to the greater Bay Area from Fremont.  Inter-
state 880 is located on the western side of Fremont and provides a direct link to San Jose
to the south and Oakland to the north.  Interstate 680 flanks Fremont on the east and is the
major traffic corridor between San Jose to the south and Livermore, Pleasanton, and
other Contra Costa destinations to the north and east.

State Highways 84, 92 and 237 also provide access to nearby communities.  In particular,
Highway 84 connects Fremont with the Peninsula communities of Palo Alto, Menlo Park
and Mountain View across the Dumbarton Bridge (Fremont is only 15 miles from Palo
Alto).

Air: Fremont is near three international airports:

8 San Francisco International Airport – 40 miles northwest of Fremont on Highway
101.

8 Oakland International Airport – 25 miles north of Fremont on Interstate 880.
8 San Jose International Airport – 20 miles south of Fremont on Interstate 880.

Ports: Port and barge facilities located in Oakland and San Francisco are within one hour travel-
ing time from Fremont. The Port of Oakland is among the top five in the nation in annual
container traffic.

Rapid Transit: The Bay Area Rapid Transit (BART) gives dependable rapid transit access to much of the
Bay Area, including San Francisco, Berkeley, Oakland, Richmond, Daly City, Dublin,
Pleasanton, Concord, Walnut Creek, Hayward and San Leandro.  The BART system has
its southernmost station in central Fremont.  BART is currently working with the Santa
Clara Valley Transportation Authority (VTA) to expand the BART system into the cities of
Milpitas, San Jose, and Santa Clara.  The extension will begin at the new Warm Spring
station (in Fremont), which should be under construction within the next few years, and
terminate near the San Jose Airport.  Once built, the extension will be the connecting link
between Santa Clara County and the current BART system.  For more information on
BART station locations and schedules, please consult BART’s web page at www.bart.org.
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Rail: AMTRAK has a Passenger Rail Service stop at the Centerville Train Station in Fremont.
This “Capitol Corridor” train line links Fremont to both Sacramento to the north and San
Jose to the south.  The Altamont Commuter Express (ACE) travels from San Joaquin
County to Santa Clara and also stops in central Fremont at the Centerville Train Station.
Freight needs are served by Union Pacific rail lines.

Bus: Alameda County Transit (AC Transit) provides the local bus service for western Alameda
and Contra Costa counties, from Richmond in the north to Fremont in the south. The
Eastbay Paratransit Consortium and individual cities provide paratransit service for this
same area.  The Dumbarton Consortium provides the DB Express service across the
Dumbarton Bridge to Santa Clara and San Mateo counties on weekdays.  The Santa
Clara Valley Transportation Authority (VTA) also connects the Fremont BART station
with Santa Clara County.

Recreation

One of the most acclaimed recreational facilities in the region is Fremont’s 434-acre Central Park with 80-acre
Lake Elizabeth as its showcase.  The park contains 18 lighted tennis courts, a  seven-acre swimming lagoon, sailing
boats, a nine-hole executive golf course and driving range, six lighted softball fields, 10 soccer fields, picnic areas,
volleyball courts, playgrounds, skate park and a nature area.  The Fremont Community Center, a Senior Citizens
Center, Animal Shelter, the Main Library, and the Police Building are all located at Central Park.

The new one-acre, Central Park Dog Park opened in 2001.  This fenced in turf facility is located adjacent to the
softball complex on the north side of the park.

Central Park is one of 52 parks in Fremont.  There are also four community centers, four  program centers, and
several sports facilities.  Approximately 16,500 acres are preserved as open space within the City limits – 4,000
acres are maintained by the East Bay Regional Parks District and the remaining 12,500 acres are maintained by the
San Francisco Bay National Wildlife Refuge.

Educational and recreational classes sponsored by the City of Fremont include early childhood enrichment classes,
dance, arts and crafts, gymnastics, horseback riding, computing and over 60 adult sports leagues.  Ice skating
facilities and classes are also available in Fremont.
